Firefighters gain on California blazes; 
feared Santa Ana winds fail to show

Firefighters made big gains against 
Southern California’s devastating wild- 
fires Saturdayas a feored return of pow- 
erful Soma Ana winds failed to material- 
ize and Q smothering blanket of humidity 
fell on the region.

acres and burned .some 750 homes arid 
other buildings remained entrenched in 
heavily overgrown areas. Thousands of 
firefighters gained ground in surrounding 
the fires. 

“It's up to Mother Nature. If it slays

The 16,680-acrc Laguna blaze, which 
damaged or destroyed 366 Orimge Coun- 
ty homes, was completely contained, 

. meaning a line of bare earth had been cut 
around the fire. Containment increa.scd to 
60 percent at the 5.700-acrc Altadcno 
fire, where 118 homes burned and 17

were damaged. 

Firefighters contained 90 percent of the 
39.000-ncrc Green Meadow blaze that de- 
stroyed 35 houses and eight mobile 
homes in Ventura County. 

"I hove just been ter ribly im press ed 
witli*ih’c work of the “pcopfiTout there 
fighting the fires.'* President Clinton said 
in Washington. 

Losses from more than u dozen blazes 
arrayed in a 200-mile arc from Ventura 
County southeast to the Mcxicon border 
totaled $500 million ond were growing, 
said Federal Emergency Management 
Agency Director James Lee Wilt. 

The estimate wos "very prcliminory’’ 
and certoin to rise, said Richard Andrews, 
director of the state Office of Emergency 
Services.

Will the Senate back 
its ethics panel, press 
for Packwood diaries? 
Tune in on Monday

WASHINGTON — The Anita Hill 
controversy, the Keating Five and John 
Tower's confirmation hearings. The Sen- 
ate has had its share of political anguish, 
but few issues have caused more discom- 
fort than the Senate lilliics Coiiiniiltec's 
subpoena for Sen. Bob Packwood's di- 
aries. 

When Sen. John McCain was asked 
how uncomfortable it would be to defend 
Packwood. he demonstrated liis nen-ous- 
ness by breaking into a tap dance for re- 
porters. 

"No one wants to appear as if they are 
covering up any legitimate information." 
the Arizona Republican said. "We don’t 
know what they uncovered. Senators tire 
extremely nervous about the entire sce- 
nario. Whenever you sail into uncharted 
waters, the passengers get- nervous." 

What would it be like to suppori Pack- 
wood on Monday, when the Senate will 
be asked to tiiiiliorize a lawsuit to force 
his compliance wjlh ihc'-subpoena'.’ 

"There is a rather subslanlhil majority 
of people who arc so disenchanted 
they'd like to throw us all out." said Sen, j 
James Jeffords. R-Vi. "It doesn't tnkt 
much to push them over the edge. Those 
arc the kinds of things tltal lead to lynch- 
ing parties.’’ 

The subpoena asks for Ihickwood’s il 
aritfs from Jan. I. 1989 to the prcseii 
The commillec staff, with Packwood's 
cooperation, already lias reviewed the 
prior 20 yciiis of ihe Oregon Republi- 
can’s diaries, 

The accommodation ended when com- 
miltce sialTers discovered potential crim- 
inal conduct by Packwood. that svas out- 
side the original allegations of alleged 
sexual misconduct and intimidation of 
witnesses. 

The senator's lawyers refused to copy 
— ihe-porrions-involving-polenliiil-eriminiil— 
violations, as they had done with otitur 
entries in the diaries. 

Puckwoo'd has agreed to provide the 
committee with portions directly related 
to the original ethics charges. More than 
two dozen women have accused Pack- 
wood of making unwanted sexual ad- 
vances. including grabbing nnd kissing; 
and some of the women contended there 
were attempts to keep them quiet 
through threats to publicly disclose as- 
pects oftheir personal lives.

Does money buy influence? 

State, lawmakers say ‘no,’ but their ' Idaho law places few limits 

votes may be smoking guns political donations

TWIN FALLS - When state officials 
sought higher cigarette taxes to pay for 
new. health programs lost spring, their 
plans went up in smoke in a Stutcliousc 
committee room. 

Eleven of the 1 8 members of the 
House Revenue and Taxation CommiF 
tee had received campaign contributions' 
from tobacco componics and trade 
group's - $5,850 in all. Twice, eight of 
the legislators who took tobacco money 
voted with a majority to kill cigarcitc- 
tax measures. 

Lawmokers in the 1993 Legislature 
often voted the woy big-doHar lobbying 
groups wanted (hem to. according to a 
study by The Timcs~News. 

But lobbyists, lawmakers and others 
arc virtually unanimous that' lobbyists' 
campaign checks don’t directly buy law- 
makers’ votes. , 

. Still, campaign donations influence 
legislative outcomes in more subtle - 
but nonetheless real - ways. 

■’Contributions sort of determine the 
composition of the Legislature," said 
veteran lobbyist Joe Hinson of the Inter- 
mountain Forest Industries Association. 

The timber-industry group. gave 
$30,100 to successful legislative candi- 


dates last year. 

"The fact is, political con- 
tributions win races, and 
those who' win races serve in 
the Legislature." Hin-son soid. 
"You hope ihol your money 
will help people get elected 
who understand your issues 
am! have some empathy for 
the viewpoint of your, indus- 
tiy.”’ ‘ I . 

The system has its cntics. 

“I don’t think that any (po- 
litical action committee) 
gives their money to s^candi- 
^tc because that candidate is’ 
a nice person," said Roger 
Sherman, executive director 
of the Idaho Citizens Net- 
work. which docs not con- 
tribute to political cumpoigiu. 
"Every PAC expects lo get its 
;i6oncy’s worth. They expect 
they’re going to get ^ood 
votes.”

TWIN FALLS - (duho’s 
"Sunshine Law” requires 
candidates for public office 
and political committees to 
report who gives them mon- 
ey nnd how they spend it. 
Tliat’s about it. 

The law doesn’t limit how 
much candidates cun accept 
or spend. It doesn't limit 
how much money contribu- 
tors can give. It doesn’t re- 
quire contributors^to disclose 
occupations or employers. 

In fact, critics say. the Sun- 
shine Law Is one of the least 
restrictive campaign-finance 
laws in the nation. 

"Idaho right now is pretty 
unregulated." said Gary 
Moncrief, a political science 
professor at Boise State Uni- 
versity who is studying cam- 
paign finance in Idaho and in 
states across (he country. 
“Tlie only conce.ssion to reg- 
ulation at alLis the reporting 
law." 

One of the largest holes in 
the Inw is the lack of disclo- 


sure of employer and occupation, says 
Edwin Bender, research director of the 
Western Stales Center's Money in West- 
ern Politics Project. 

"Thai’s one of the main componeiils 
of a sunshine law," Bender said. "If you 
don’t know that individuals who give 
money arc employed by, say. Boise Cas- 
cade, you don’t know the full picture of 
how much Boise Cascade really gave 
and how much inlluence (the company) 
might therefore have." 

Consider Gerald R. Rudd, who gave 
- $8,500 last year to 28 .succc.ssful legisla- - 
live candidates '- making him the 28111- 
ranking contributor to members of the 
1993 Legislature and die single largest 
individual donor. 

Until his retirement this fall, Rudd 
was senior vice president of public and 
environmental affairs at Albertson’s 
Inc., a fact you won’t find mentioned on 
the disclosure reports of most of the can- 
didnte s who accepted Rudd's money. 

Rudd says his contributions were en- 
tirely his own, rot on behalf of Albert- 
son’s. and there’s no reason to disbe- 
lieve him. Still, knowing who Rudd 
‘ works for can indicate what his motiva- 
tions might be in donating, so much 
, money to state lawmakers.

Town pursues wrong 
dream for auditorium 


Let's consider brieily what a high 
school. auditorium can be. 

It e;in be a laboratory oC tlie, per« 
fonning arts a hands-on classroom 
- where music, motion and the spoken 
word enrich the souls of'spectaiarand 
pcrlonner alike. 

■l•■^>r ii tew students, it can be the 
birthplace ofcsircers or.satisl'ying av- 
ocations in music or drama. 

l-'or the rest, it can challenge the 
stunted vision ol' modern culture, in 
which the viewer's chief contribution 
is tovap the coinmerciuls. 

Thai's what tin auditorium c:in be. 
Unforionaicly. . the iiuditurium 
planned for Twin I'tills High School 
will sacritlcc imicli of thatJoHy ideal 
on the iiliar o f bigness. 

fhe history of the auditorium pro- 
ject is a story of a community that 
adopted a dream and pursued it. un- 
deterred by obstacles. It would be an 
inspiring story if not for one flaw: 
riie tlreain's premise - "a scat for 
every student" has always been 
wrong. 

I,asl week the School Board re- 
viewed the latest plans for the build- 
ing. Becau.se of iine.xpecicd expense, 
iliis version is the stripped-down 
model, and it is fraught with shorl- 
eomings. 

The 1.500 seals arc there, but the 
rows will be only 13 inches apart - 
the bare minimum to meet fire code. 

Cionc is the orehestr;; pit. Gone too 
ilie "tly loft." an overhead area where 
backdrops and scenery can be hoist- 
ed. 

Also gone are the scene construc- 
tion and storage areas, And the dress- 
ing rooms, and the "green room," the 
tradithnial backstage waiting area for 
performers. 

Granted, some of these items can 
be seen as loxurieSr But the overall 
effect is twofold: 

• l•■irsl. students' e.vposure to real- 
world perfonnance techniques will be 
badly curtailed. 

• Second, audiences will not have a 
nice time. Just imagine sitting 
through a three-iiour school musical 
in seats so jammed together that a trip 
to the rest room' will require intimacy 
with everyone in your row. ' ■ 

I'liineen inches will be the distance 
between your seat and the seatback 


ahead of it • when the seal is folded 
up. By way of eompari.son, the Twin 
Cinemas gives its customers elo.se to 
30 inches, according to owner Larry 
Roper. 

Parents and grandparents will be in 
for many a miserable evening. 

- This dismal prospect is not the fault 
of the School Board, or of the arebi- 
teet. It arises because our community 
has adopted a uinnel-vision fixation 
on the number 1. 500." 

ARer voters approved a,lnmd issue 
to build a 1. 000-seat luuliiorium. a 
private fund drive raised money lii 
bump the size, The stated goal was to 
build an auditorium that eotild scat 
every sRidem enrolled at the high 
.school. 

- Never mind that the need to seat 
every student at once is rare, or that a 
gymnasium is already a\'ailable for 
those few events. Once the dredm 
was bom. the juggernaut became un- 
stoppable. 

As a result, now that costs prevent 
doing the job right, we are doing it 
wrong. .Unable to afibrd a limousine, 
we are building a. cumbersome and 
costly bus. 

To be sure, this will not be a terri- 
ble auditorium. Arcliiieci Scott 
Theobald says it will be "very good." 
as high school auditoriums go. 

ButMi'could be so much bctictTif" 
only it didn't have to be so big. 

The assumption is being made that 
donors who eoniribuied to the expan- 
sion fund will fee! betrayed if 1.500 
seats arc not built. But we suspect 
many of them might agree that size is 
not everything. 

So might many taxpayers, who will 
be the auditorium's owners. 

The decision is not yet final. Citi- 
zens have lime to tell school olTicials 
what they think. Phone a School 
Board member, or attend Wednesday 
night's "town meeting" on education. 

It starts at 7 p.m. at O'Leary Junior 
High School, 

Wc still can correct our error, and 
we should. Otherwise, in years to 
come, when audiences sit in cramped 
rows (usually with empty rows 
around them), and student performers 
make do in".TScPso'facrlity;‘this com- “ 
munily will regret that in 1993 it mis- 
took .size for quality. ’

Since then the increasing rate 
has produced a virtually Stniiglil line — til- 
most I percent a year for 2 1 years. 

We bandy the word “crisis" so casually it 
is drained of power. However, America’s 
real crisis con be presented itumcricaliy in 
the percentages of births to unmarried worn-

What ntakes the natal statistics alarming 
is the ascending straight line for the whole 
society. What mokes the suitisiics terrifying 
is that the grap h line of births to u nmarri ed 
black \voiTi«» remains straight. TliarisTih'e 
rate of increase is not slowing even at ex- 
traordinarily high levels. 

Minority births arc primarily responsible 
for the fact that the percentage orbinhs to 
unmarried women is over 70 percent in De- 
troit, over 60 percent in Atlanta. Baltimore, 
Cleveland. Newark. St. Louis and Washing- 
ton. over SO percent in Cliicago. Miami. - 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. But Moynihan 
surmises that San Francisco's lower ratio — 
3 1 .5 — is the result of a minoriiy: Asian- 
Americans. 

Lee Rainwater, a Harvard sociologist 


. emeritus, testifying lu the Finance Commit- 
tee that Moynihan chairs, foresees 40 per- 
cent ofall American binhs. and 80 percent 
of minority births, out of^vedlock by the 
Uim of the century. In 1976 there was an 
ominous portent during the Bicentennia]; the 
percentage ufblack births to unmarried 
women passed 50 percent. Forty years after 
that, in 2016 if the ascending line on the 
graph stays .straight, 50 percent of births to 
all races %vill be out of wedlock. 

Now, trends'.ire not inevitabilities. How- 
ever. rising illegitimacy is a self-reinforcing 
trend because of the many mechanisms of 
the imcrgonerutioiial transmission ofpover- 
ty. The principal one is: People tend to par- 
ent as they were parenled. 

Wliai has all this to do with the subject of 
the hearings - "Social Behavior and Health 
Care Costs" - at which Moynihan examined 
the nntal slatistic.s? Lots.

cni-shing. WItyV Because poverty is. strictly 
speaking, sickening. The children of unmar- 
ried women are particularly apt to be poor. 
And poverty, with its attendant evils - igno- 
nince, dropping out ofschool. doine.stic and 
other violence, drug abuse, joblessness - is 
unhealthy. 

In the inaugural issue of "McdiuCritic," a 
new quarterly devoted to analysis of con- 
temporary journalism. Fred Barnes, a senior 
editor ofThe New Republic, examines some 
myths purveyed by .some journalism con- 
cerning the "health care crisis,'* including 
the myth that there is such a crisis, Two sup- 


posed signs of llic "crisis" arc America's 
high rate of infant mortality and low rate of 
immunization of preschool children. 

Bumes, notes that Amerip's high rate of 
teen-age pregnancy means a large number of 
low binh-wcighl babies and a high mortality 
rale. "Doctors," says Bnmes, "make heroic 
efforts to save these babies, many ®f whom 
would be declared 'bom dead’ in other • 
countries and thus not counted toward the 
infant mortality rale." 

Regarding immunization rates, Bames re- 
ports that about 98 percent of children are 
fully vaccinated by the lime they arc of 
school age because vaccination is required 
for admission to school. Says Bames. 

“Faced with a mandate, parents comply." 
Negligent or otherwise incompetent parents 
behave responsibly only when required. 

Such parents arc particularly apt to be young 
and unmarried. 

High infant mortality rates and low immu- 
nization rates arc less health care problems - 
less problems of the distribution of medicine 
- than problems of .social behavior, although 
the political class, other than Moynihan, is 
reluctant to say .so. Moynihan quotes Dr. 
Reynolds Farley of the University of Michi- 
gan: “Shifts in attitudes imply that our 
norms may no longer abjure childbearing by 
unmarried women." What c a n be done? __ 

One clue may be in William Buckley's 
words thot Moynihan cites: “Tlie most readi- 
ly identifiable tragedy of modem life is the 
illegitimate child." 

To many people todoy there is somuihing 
anachronistic about the word “illegitimate." 
.They find it Jarring because it is “judgmen- 
tal." But reviving the value judgments be- 
hind that locution may be the only way to 
bend down the line on Moynihan’s graph.

percent alcohol and are therefore k

That’s stili low compared with 
most states, said Gary Moncrief, a 
“pio1itfcarsclence~profcssDnirBoisc- 
State University. 

“In most districts out there, you 
can run for a House seat for five or 
six thousand dollars," Moncrief said. 
“That’s just unheard-of iii most 
(states).” 

He noted that much of the increase 
in campaign spending has occurred 
in Senate races, especially since the 
late 1980s, when Democrats made 
major inroads in GOP dominance. In 
contrast, (he House has remained 
overwhelmingly Republican, and 
House candidates nearly always 
spend less than Senate candidates. 

The Senate’s smaller size, com- 
bined with its greater competitive- 
ness, make nearly every race a 
“must-win” for both parlies, Mon- 
crief said. More races are contested 
strongly, thus drawing more money. 

The multi-county "floterial” dis- 
tricts usetN^etween 1984 and 1992

The Senate failed by a 55-44 mar- 
gin Thursday to gain the 60 votes 
needed to end debate on a compro- 
mise version of the Interior appro- 
priations bin. Western lawmakers 
are spearheading efforts to delay the 
bill because they oppose its 
increased grazing fees as well os its 
western rangeland reforms. Senators 
cannot .vote on the spending pack-, 
age until the Hlibusier ends. A “yes" 
vote is to end the filibuster. "" 

Larry Craig and Dirk 
Kemplhorne, both Republicans, 
voted no. 

House votes: 

The House passed the National 
Biological Survey Act Tuesday by a 
255-165 margin. The bill would cre- 
ate an agency to survey all the 
plants and animals in the United 
States in an effort to prevent species 


from becoming endangered. 

Mike Crapo, Republican, voted 
no; Larry LaRocco, Democrat, 
voted yes. 

The House passed by a 255-201 
margin Wednesday a compromise 
report on the District of Columbia 
appropriations bill. 

The bill would end a five-year 
bun on publicly funded abortions for 
poor women in the District. The city 
would be allowed to use only local, 
not federal, funds to pay for abor- 
tions. A “yes” vote is in favor of the 
bill. 

Crapo voted no, LaRooco voted 
yes.

10 years later, tiny Ghallis continues 
recovery from massive earthquake 


CHALLIS (AP) — It was yejrs 
before Eleanor Williams could talk 
about the earthquake that hit central 
Idaho at 8:06 a.m. on Oct.'28, 1983. 

Her reticence had nothing to do 
with her car being smashed by cin- 
der blocks jarred &om the front of a 
Mackay drugstore. It had little to do 
with her “earthquake ankle,” 
crushed by falling blocks as she 
jumped out of the car. 

Williams didn’t went to talk 
about the quake because she sur- 
vived it, and two Challis children 
didn’t.

northwest of Mackay. 

Williams, 66, was hospitalized 
for three weeks. Her. ankle still 
aches when the weather changes, 
but she considers herself lucky. The 
earthquake measured 7.3 on the 
Richter scale and did $12 million in 
damage in nine eastern Idaho coun- 
ties. 

It 'was the biggest quake in the 
contiguous United Stales since Aug. 
19, 1959, when a tremor measuring 
7.6 killed 28 people near Hebgen 
Lake, Mont. 

The 1989 San Francisco earth- 
quake that killed 67 and did $5.9 
billion in damage was magnitude 
7.1. 

Based on energy released as mea- 
sured by ground motion recorded 
on a seismograph, the Idaho quake 
was three times os strong. 

The epicenter was just west of 
12,662-foot Mount Borah, Idaho’s 
tallest peak. In Mackay, which still 
bos a population of about 550, sev- 
eral buildings in the business dis- 
trict, were.extensively damaged, 
bricks littered the street and a sec- 
tion of highway dropped 6 feet. 

TTie damage was more wrenching 
and personal in Challis, a town of 
atraut 800 then and 1,000 now. 

Tara Leaton’s mother, Sally 
Gassman, recently told the Post 
Register in Idaho Falls that she 
would never comprehend why-her- 
daughter and a friend were killed 
after leaving for school earlier than 
usual. 

“I said early on, T’m not going to 
blame God for this.’ It's a random' 
universe,' and you can’t understand 
it,” Mrs. Gassman said. “The best 
you can do is come to some sort of 
acceptance." i 

She has and believes she one day I 


will be with Tara again. 

“My attitude at first was, 'I don’t 
want to wail,”' she said. “But now 
it’s easier for me." 

Time also has helped the land in 
the Lost River Basin iidjust to 
changes wrought by the earthquake. 

Warm Springs Creek, the major 
source of irrigation and stock water 
for Will Ingram’s'xaitle ranch near 
Challis, was flowing at about five 
times its original rate within a 
month of drying up entirely after 
(he quake.

Expand Head Start, group tells Clinton 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A task 
force of Head Stan pioneers, advo- 
cates and federal offlcials is recom- 
mending the Clinton administration 
expand the popular preschool educa- 
tion program to families with new- 
born babies and children up to age 3, 
according to a draft report. 

The report, obtained by The 
Associated Press, calls on the 
udmlnistratlon to brin^ together a 
'highdevel committee, similar to the 
one that created Heod Start three 
decades ago, to draw up plans for a 
new initiative that would seek to 
reach families even before the birth 
of a child. 

"Today, wc know that for many 


families, providing one year of 
preschool at four years is loo little, 
too late," the draft said. “Today, wc 
know that the nation must invest in 
earlier supports, reaching families 
from the prenatal period onwards." 
the draft said. 

The report also recommends 
strengthening federal and local over- 
sight of Head Start, improving 
salaries and facilities, and expanding 
the program to full-day and year- 
round to meet the needs of today’s 
working parents. 

“Given the increasing number of 
Head Start parents in training or 
work, Head Start can no longer con- 
tinue to be a half-day program for 


children in those families that need 
full-day; full-year services,” the 
report said.

Arts endowment hands out $9.8 million 

WASHINGTON — The Nalional Endowment for the Arts is hand- 
ing out S9.8 million in grants to artist.s and arts organizations ranging 
from u Cambodian cultural organization to the Yale School of Drama. 

The 424 granus, announced this weekend, will go to 46 statc.s,-as 
well as the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, Guam and Americans 
living abroad, in Sweden ond Berlin. The biggest winners were New 
York, which received S2.4 million in grants and California, which got 
$980,825. 

Tlie largest individual grant went to a regional arts federation, the 
Southern Arts Federation Inc., in Atlanta, which received just over 
$725,000 to support regional programs and activities in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia. Kentucky, Louisiana, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Tcnne.ssec. 

In giving out the granfs, the endowment topped the 100,000 mark in 
grants given out during its 28-year history. 

“Today we take great pride in celebrating the 100,000th grant of the 
arts endowment,” NEA Chairwoman Jane Alexander said in u state- 
ment. "Over the past 28 years, the endowment has brought the invigo- 
rating beauty and delight of the arts to millions of people in every cor- 
ner of this country." 

. Rats become 1st space dissection victims 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Columbia's veterinarian chopped the 
heads off small white rats Saturday and performed the world’s first 
animal dissections In space, hailed by NASA as a scientific triumph. 

For the hapless, history-making rats, the end came in a second or 
less. 

Martin Fettman, America’s first veterinarian In space, used a minia- 
ture guillotine to decapitate the rodents. No anesthesia was used so the 
organs and other removed ti-ssue would be free of chemicals. 

Everything from brains to'blood to bones was preserved for post- 
flight study by scientists around the world. Fettman and astronaut- 
physician M. Rhea Seddon had to work fast; the extremely delicate 
inner cars, for Instance, had to be removed within two minutes of the 
animals' deaths. 

"This really is a milestone in space life sciences research," said 
NASA scientist Frank Sulzman. 

“For the first time, we will have tissue collected in weightlessness, 
so in that sense, it's pure tissue. It's uncontaminuted by the effects of 
gravity.” Sujzman .said. “For the first tirpe, we will be able to look at 
various parts of the body and see what the effect of space flight is."

NEW ORLEANS — Thirty years ago. Rev. Avery C. Alexander was 
dragged by the heels from City Hall when he and others tried to deseg- 
regate the cafeteria. _ 

On Monday, Alexander and representatives of the organizations that 
he demonstrated with will re-enact the evenu of Oct. 31, 1963, and will 
symbolically pas.s the torch of the civil rights movement to younger 
activists. 

*Tm cpming with the suit I had on that day, ready to be dragged," 
said Alexander, now a Democratic state representative. 

Alexander, considered u patriarch of New Orleans' civil right.s efforts, 
said the movement has lost the enthusiasm it hud during the 1960s. 

"That's why. we’re doing this,” Alexander said. "We're afraid (hat the 
youn^ people who drive the BMWs and earn $75,000 a year are not 
sensitive.

These are samples of more than 
300 faxes Dr. Bruce Fromc said he 
received from around the world with- 
in two days of a news report about 
his new thigh-reducing cream. 

"You could make a book out of the 
faxes 1 got," said 'Fromc, a doctor. 

More people 
getting flu shots 


A growing number of people arc 
receiving flu shots, according lo doc- 
tors and ufiicials at the federal, state 
and local level. ' 

Although they do not have hard fig- 
ures, those in (he field agree that the 
demand for influenza shots is up this 
year, apparently because of repeated 
fedcnl w.'imings lh:il high-risk people 
— people over 65. the chronically ill 
and health-care workers — sliould gel 
vaccinated as soon as possible.

Among the projects are eye drops 
to treat iicadaches. a cream to treat 
inflammation in the hands and feel, 
and a kind of pulsating liair dryer for 
pain relief: a'high-icch hol-waicr bot- 
tle. 

Fromc, 55. an anesthesiologist and 
family practitioner, is the founder of 
the International Pain Research 


Instilulc. a private medical practice in 
West 1.0S Angeles. 

Fromc is also a lawyer, although 
he’s never practiced. "My wife and I 
went to law school together at night 
because we had nothing to do. and 
we look the California bar exam and 
passed it." he .said. 

He said he rises each day at 3 a.m. 
to read the latest medical journals via 
computer. "I.slccp two or three hours 
a night," he boasted. He keeps a staff 
of 41 bu.sy at the office, and he has 
two secretaries at home. 

His wife. Laurclle LcViiic, a for- 
mer cosmetics and advertising execu- 
tive, helps with public relations. ’They 
have two sons, ages 4 years and 21 
months. ' . 

The money that supports Frome’s 
research projects comes partly from 
two previtius entrepreneurial ven- 
tures.

Many Aristide supporters stayed in 
their homes or did not wish to discuss 
politics openly Saturday following a 
rash of anti-Aristide attacks. 

The United States was one of the 
major forces behind the U.N.-brokcred 
agreement that Aristide and inililaiy 


leader Li. Gen. Raoul Cedras signed in 
July, laying out the terms for Aristide 
to regain the olllcc from which the mil- 
itary ou.sted him in September 1991. 

Among other things, the agreement 
called for . the appointment of a transi- 
tional govcmmciil. for Cedras to step 
down and for Aristide to return from 
e.xileOct. 30. 

Ilie process was efl'cciivcly blocked 
from the beginning. 

An Aristide ally was nomed premier, 
but has been largely powerless.

German triathlete hold lead 
going into 3rd Ironman stage 

KAILUA-KONA, Hawaii — German 
Wolfgang Dittrich hud the lead ut the end 
of the 1 12-miIe bicycle ride, but three 
others were less than a minute behind at 
the start of the marathon in the Ironman 
Triathlon World Championship on 
Saturday. 

Pauli Kiuru of Finland, defending 
champion Murk Alien, and Jurgen Zack, 
also of Germany, were jockeying for Jhe 
lead at the start of the 26.2-mile run. 
Cristian Bustos of Chile, who finished 
second last year, was about a minute 
behind the leaders. 

Defending champion Paula Newby- 
Fraser held the women’s lend at the start 
of the run, seven minutes ahead of her 
nearest competitor. 

Nazarov takes WBA crown 
from South AfHcan opponent 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africo — 
Japan-based fighter Orzubek Nazarov 
captured the WBA lightweight crown 
from hometown favorite Dingaun 
Thobela in a 12-round bout Saturday 
night. 

All three judges scored Nazarov the 
winner in his first bid for a world title. 
He had continually frustrated the "Rose 
of Soweto” and by ihe*ninth round had 
sapped Thobda’s energy with idling 
combinations to the body. 

In the fourth round, a battered Thobda 
walked into a IcA hook and went down 
for a mandatory count. He was in serious 
(rouble again in the eighth when he had 
the wind knocked out of him by a left 
hook to the libs. 

Thobda, 27, was making a mandatory 
first defense of the World Boxing 
Association tide he won from American 
Tony Lopez in June.

Don Shula can count. He knows if 
his'Miami Dolphins beat the lOinsas 
City Chiefs today it will be his 324th 
win as an NFL head coach, tying 
George Halos for the most ever. 

One reason he's gotten that far is 
that he adheres to'football cliches — 
playing them one game at a time. 

This week’s “one" is an important 

The Chiefs and Dolphins arc both 
S-1. So is Buffalo, fighting with Mi- 
ami for first in the AFC East. At 
stake is a leg up on home-field ad- 
vantage for the playoffs, particularly 
when both teams arc legitimate con- 
tenders. 

This could have been one of those 
classic matchups — Joe Montana vs. 
Dan Marino. Instead, it could be 
.. Dave Kricg vs. Scot! Mitchell, al- 
though the Chiefs think Montana, 
who has been on the field for 12 of 
the 24 quarters the team has played, 
will have his sore hamstring ready. 

Mitchell has done fine so far. win- 
ning in relief, at Cleveland where 
Marino ruptured his Achilles tendon, 
then winning again last week at 
home against Indianapolis. Still, his 
three career TD passes arc three less 
than his fullback, Keith Byars, has 
thrown.

ISU boxers recall glory days 40 years later

POCATELLO — Avid Pocatello sports fans 
would jam the newly constructed Reed Gym when 
the college troxlng team wa.s home for a match. 

It was worth suffering with the ear-shattering 
noise, scats too far from the boxing ring and people 
packed like sardines. 

It was post-World War II, and Idaho Slate Uni- 
versity was still Idaho State College. 

Boxing fans came in droves to see these fit 
young men dart, dance and throw punches that 
nearly always hit their mark. 

“The band played the college fight song as the 
team ran down into the ring,” recalled longtime 
boxing.coach Milton “Dubby" Holt. “It was a great 
atmosphere. It was a real collegiate sport.” 

Nearly 50 champions returned to Pocatello re- 
cently for their first reunion in 40 years. 

When ISU dropped its nationally prominent box- 
ing program in 1961. it was following a trend that 
had been sweeping the country. Violence a.ssociat- 
ed with the sport was causing high schools and col- 
leges alike to abandon boxing programs. 

But when the ISU program ceased to be, it left 
an impressive legacy unmatched by any ISU athlet- 
ic team since: 

• Four ISU boxers made U.S. Olympic teams; 

• Three ISU tcams-won NCAA championships; 

• Holt wns selected to coach a U.S. Olympic 
team. 

Ronald Rail, who boxed for ISU from 1954 to 
1958, said an imimalc feeling’ existed among the 


boxers that hasn’t diminished. He still wears the 
one of three watches, adorned with liny boxing 
gloves, that he received for winning three champi- 
onships, including a national title in 1957. 

“You meet these guys, and they were your 
friends for life," said Rail, a junior high teacher in 
Seattle. “I haven’t seen some of these guys for 40 
years. And when you sec them, it's like you saw 
them yesterday." 

“It's just really great to be back with these guys," 
said David Abeyla, an ISU boxer, from 1954 to 
1959 and national champion in 1957 and 1958. 
"It’s still there." 

John Sanna remembers walking to Reed Gym 
from his home on Stanford Avenue to .see the 
matches. 

“I loved boxing, and Idaho State had the best 
boxing team in the country," Sanna said. 

Most of the boxers were top students .and ex- 
tremely competitive. Many lived together on cam- 
pus in the Colonial Hall dormitory. They enjoyed 
an especially close relationship with each other, 
and they were adored by the community. 

"It was great,” said Bill Haynes, who boxed for 
ISU from 1955 to 1958. "It was just a marvelous 
feeling.” 

Haynes, an account executive in Kennewick, 
Wash., and the 1957 national champion at 14*7 
pounds, remembers the strenuous training program 
that helped make the boxers champions. 

They ran 5-milc stretches at least three times a 
week. They climbed the hills behind the university 
and jogged up and down the stairs inside Reed 


Gym. They sparred three times a week. -They 
(rained cvety weekday afternoon. 

And when they weren't training, they played 
practical jokes on each other — or even the local 
police. 

At their most mischievous, (he boxers staged a 
fake shoot-out on campus using a gun loaded with 
blanks. Haynes and Rail recalled that even the po- 
lice were convinced of the violence and went as far 
as interviewing sobbing witnesses. 

Less serious pranks were a part of every road 
trip. Upperclassmen would telephone a freshman 
boxer’s hotel room to let him know that Holt want- 
ed to sec him downstairs dressed down for boxing, 
Rail said. 

“Dubby would run into (he guy on the elevator 
and say 'Where arc you going?' Then he’d just roll 
his eyes," Roll said. 

The teams were tight, but the glue that held them 
together was Holt. 

He was hired in 1946 to be ISU's head track and 
assistant football coach. Boxing wasn't his special- 
ty when he was asked to coach that sport, loo. 

"When you got an assignment in those days, you 
look it." Holt said. 

Rail said Holt was succe&sful because he could 
gel (he best out of the young athletes, many of 
whom had already been top toxers in the armed 
service by the time they reached Pocatello. 

“He was a great leader of young men," Rail said. 
"He didn’t know a lot about boxing, but he knew 
how to get the best out of young men."

But was Marge" 
Schott ever 
really banished? 

CINCINNATI (AP) — It sounds 
strange to talk about Marge Scholl 
returning from her suspension. To 
the average fan, she was never gone. 

Virtually every home .game, the 
Cincinnati Reds’ tutspended owner 
would pull into a reserved parking 
space at Riverfront Stadium, get on 
a restricted elevator with her dog in 
^ low, and head for the owner's booth. 
Midway through the game, she 
would head down to a front-row seat 
behind the dugout. flanked by Reds 
employees, to sign autographs for 
fans ancTroot for her underachieving 
team. When it rained, an employee 
held an umbrella over her head. 

And she flouted her punishment. 
She had a videotaped message to 
fans played on the scoreboard on 
opening day. She sent a note to man- 
ager Davey Johnson during one 
game, violating her suspension in 
front of 30,000 people. 

As the suspension ends this week- 
end, her critics wonder: This was 
punishment? 

“I think maybe the slap on the 
wrist really was just a little pinch," 
said Sharon Jones, a former Oakland 
A’s executive assistant who claims 
she overheard Schott use the word 
"nigger" in a conference call. "1 
don't know if she fell she wo.s being 
penalized in any way. She took 
advantage of every opportunity." 

“That was the least they could 
have done without doing nothing," 
said Michael Rapp, one of the com- 
munity leaders who met with Schott 
after her slurs were publicized. 

On Monday, she cun do the only 
thing that was off-limits for the last 
eight months: walk into her offlee at 
the stadium and .start issuing orders. 
Schott's one'-yeor suspension for 
using raciol slurs was automoUcally 
reduced when she attended diversity 
training over the summer. 

Whatever she suffered in the la.st 
eight months, she suffered silently. 
But general manager Jim Bowden, 
who ran the club in her absence, said 
it’s wrong to think Schott wasn’t 
hurt just because she remained the 
club’s most visible fan. 

"It affected her dramatically,'' 
Bdwden said. "She's a hands-on 
type of owner- Sha comes into the 
offlee every day (when not suspend- 
ed). She not only operates the entire 
business end, but signs every check 
(hat goes out and makes all the key 
decisions from oil departments." 

Instead, she was allowed only to 
consult Bowden on major flnancial 
decisions. The day-to-day ones were 
left up to him. 

Plenty of decisions await Schott, 
who has to decide on a local televi- 
sion contract, All out the coaching 
staff, and put together a budget for 
next year. 

And, civic leaders will be watch- 
ing to sec if she fulfills promises to 
bring more minorities into the orga- 
nization. That will answer the ques- 
tion of whether the suspension has 
changed Schott and her team. 

“It will be interesting to see if 
Mrs. Schott is going to pursue any- 
thing,” said Frank Allison, head of 
the local NAACP. 

' In the first three months after 
Schott's slurs were made public, the 
Reds hired a black front-office 
employee — giving them two 
minorities out of 46 employees — 
and three black minor-league coach- 
es. The Reds also had a minority 
manager — Tony Perez — but he 
was fired in May. 

'There have been no job openings 
during Schott’s suspension, Bowden 
said. Two front-office employees 
were laid off. and no one else was 
hired. 

In January, Bowden met with 
community leaders and presented 
details of a minority hiring program. 
Bowden'said there’s been pro^ss. 

"We have made sure that minority 
vendors had the opportunity to bid 
for services,” he said. "We had an .

Instead, trades and free agents 
will be discussed starting Sunday at 
Naples, Fla. 

So far, the most sought after 
players in the first week of filing 
for free agency are pitchers Sid 
Fernandez of the Mets and Andy 
Benes of the Padres. 

Fernandez filed fur free agency 
Monday and his agent already has 
been contacted by at least a dozen 
teams. Fernandez, sidelined much 
of 1993 with a knee injury, can 
only talk flnancial terms with the 
Mets until Nov. 8, however. 

Meanwhile, other clubs can call 
and express an interest to agents.

SAN FRANCISCO (AI’) — Greg 
Norman, needing something spcc- 
. tocular to bail uuta>f trouble uRcr un 
annoying bogey from a miscomniu* 
nicalion between caddies, came ever 
so close to an eagle-eagle finish 
Saturday in the S.^ million Tour 
Championship. 

Yet only a few. inches made the 
difference, as Norman had to satisfy 
himself with a pair of birdies on the 
liLSl ts^o holes to cap his surge with- 
in two strokes of leader David Frost 
at the Olympic Club. 

Norman's 68 put him in position 
to claim the $54(1,000 winner's 
share today and capture the year's 
money title. But he knows.he'll 
’ have more to contend with than just 
Frost, whose 69 gave him an 8- 
undcr. 205 through three rounds. 

'Tve played myself buck into 
contention to win the title," said 
Norman, who ctirdcd a I -over-pur 
72 in the Hrst round before coming 
back with a 67 in the second round. 

. "77ic mo.st important filing i.s to win, 
the championship. If it's not enough 
to win the money title, then I’ll he 
happy if I won anyway. 

"Anybody on the leaderboard, 
you’ve gut to he w.iry of. Anybody 
within six shots has ii chance." 

Among those arc Scott Simpson, 
Jim Gullughcr, Rick Fehr and John 
Huston ui 208, Tom Kite at 209, 
three others at 21 1 and two at 212. 

Nick Price, the current money 
leader and Vardon Trophy favorite, 
and Paul Azingcr, a co-favoritc with 
Price for PGA Player of the Year, 
arc both probably out of the title 
hunt here at 215. 

Norman was falling out. himself, 
early in the round when he three- 
putted for bogey during an upsetting 
incident on No. 3. Norman left his 
first putt four feet short as the crowd 
roared during his stroke because of 
a good shot Scott Simpson had just

Classic. Frost was pretty much 
ignored Saturday, but that will 
change. 

“Tlie crowd'.s going to be a little 
more rowdy tomorrow," Frost said. 
"They’re going to be pulling for 
Grbg more than me, but I've been in 
that po.silion before. I can hiindle ii," 
Three linl'es, in 1989. '90 and '91, 
Frost won SI million prices in lour- 
namenl.H in South Africa. 

"I've won u lot of big-money 
tournanient.s'," Frost said. "Here I'm 
playing more for the trophy than the 
money.” 

So is Norman, who had pulling 
problems on the buck nine that he 
couldn't blame on the crowd. 

"I'm either trying to read too 
much into the lake pull, or not 
enough," Normun said, referring lu 
the tendency of pulLs to roll toward 
Lake Merced. “I'm over-reuding or 
under-reading. It's just killing me 
down there. I can handle the top on 
the front nine, but liic back nine's 
eating me alive.” 

He mi.ssed an eagle by inches on 
17 when his 12-footer curled just 
left.

Aussie falls from contention for PGA honor 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A sore shoulder.’ 
a lengthy vacation and .some indecision elimi- 
nated Greg Norman from any chance at the 
1993 PGA Player of the Year Award, 

"In hindsight, if I'd known. I'd probably have 
done things differently," the British Open 
champion said. 

With one round to go — today's final 18 
holes of the S3 million Tour Championship that 
closes the official pan of the year's schedule — 
Norman has been eliminated from the race in 
two of the three races for major sea.sonal hon- 
ors. 

Here's the way the races stand at the 
moment: 

* Money-winning title: Nick Price leads at' 
$1,419,757, followed by Paul Azingcr at 
$1,402,056 and Norman at $1,160,903. 

"This is Norman’s only chance for a major 
seasonal title. He can win only with a first- or 
second-place finish in this tournament. And 
second place is good enough only under the 
right circumstancc.s: finishes in the second half 
of the field by Price and Azingcr. 

The tournament winner receives SS4O.U00, 
with $324,000 to the runner-up and S2()7,0()0 
for third. Last in the 30-man field is worth 
$48,000. 


Barring a Norman triumph, the title probably 
will be determined on the relative finishing 
positions of Price and Azingcr. 

• The Vardon Trophy. This goes to the player 
with the best adjusted scoring average for the 
season. Price leads with an average of 68.98, 
followed by David Frost at 69.50 and Azingcr 
at 69.65. 

Norman is not eligible for the Vardon Trophy 
because he has not played in the required mini- 
mum 60 rounds. 

With one round to go. Price has virtually 
clinclied this award. 

• PGA Player of the Year. The award is based 
on a point list. Players arc awarded points for 
tournament victories, and tnp-IO positions on 
the money winning and Vardon Trophy lists. 

Major tournament titles are worth 30 points. 
Tlic Players Championship and World Series of 
Golf arc worth 20 points. All other PGA Tour 
events arc worth 10 points. The leader of the 
money winning and Vardon Trophy lists 
receives 20 points from each category, with 18 
for second, 16 for third, down to 2 for 10th. 

Price has won four times — including the 
Players Championship — and leads both the 
Vardon and money winning lists. That's a total 


of 9t) points, pending the outcome of this tour- 
nament and the money winning and Vardon 
Trophy races. 

Azingcr, who won the PGA and two other 
titles, had 84 points starting this tournament. 

Norman, the British Open winner, had 56 
points. Should he win both this tournament and 
the money winning title, his maximum po.ssibic 
point total is 70 — not enough to overtake 
Price. Since he is not eligible for the Vardon 
Trophy, the Australian receives no points from 
that list, destroying his chances, 

This race, therefore, is between Price and 
Azingcr, and will be determined^ by their rela- 
tive finishing position. 

Norman, who has finished lUth or better in 
12 or 14 starts, including the British Open, ibis 
year, injured u shoulder in the World Series of 
Golf and withdrew from the Canadian Open, in 
which he was the defending champion. 

He look u .six-week vacation, but said he 
could have played in the Las Vegas Invitational 
last week — which would have given him the 
required minimum number of rounds that 
would have made him eligible for the Vardon 
Trophy and thus enhanced his chances for 
Player of the Year. 

“1 wish now that I'd done it," Norman said.

Q: Do you think Nike's power in 
sports is overstated?

He identilled the potential South African bid- 
ders as Johanne.sburg, Durban and Capetown, and 
said tiuit — despite being barred from the 
Olympic community for .some 30 years hecau.se of 
the now-dismantled svsiem of apurtheid — a 
South African bid would be acceptable to repre- 
sent the only continent that has nut hosted the 
Games. 

No African city has seriously bid for the 
Olympics in u( least SO years.

Furniture store to treat 
customers with care 

•TWIN FALLS - Greg English said 
• his new fumiluru store is out to serve a 
new "niche" market that most others 
in the retail industry ignore - cus- 
tomers, 

"Everybody pays lip service to the 
idea of customer service." said En- 
glish. But he claims that the mind-set 
of companies of all kinds is to serve 
the company first, the salesman sec- 
ond and the customer last. 

"The bollom line is that they're con- 
cerned with the bottom line. And the 
top line is the customers, and they 
aren't the focus. But the bottom line 
can't succeed without the top line," he 
said. 

After years as manager of Cain's 
Furniture and Appliance, English 
plans to open his own furniture store 
at 320 Main Ave. N. - called At Home 
- just two blocks from his old em- 
ployer. •' 

But he doesn't consider furniture 
stores his competition. His real com- 
petitors are car dealerships, travel 
agencies and other businesses that 
have sold expensive items that have 
driven up consumer debt, which means 
customers have had less money to buy 
items like furniture. And consumer 
spending on furniture has faltered in 
the lust decade. English said the only 
way to compete is to give complete 
service to customers. 

English has hired nine cmployue.s 
and is sending them off for at least 1 20 
hours of training in the "Master Plan" 
concept. The Master Plan means that 
At Home's "sales consultants" won't 
try to sell specific pieces of furniture 
but instead talk to whoever walks into 
the store and design a "Master Plan" 
for their home, for free. Coming up 
with the Master Plan may even entail 
visiting the customer's home. 

. Furniture customers tend to have 
only an idea of what they want and arc 
always scared that they’ll regret any 
purchase they make, he said. And if 
customers like the muster plan they 
cun buy their furniture from At Home. 

"If people are taken care of they will 
respond. It works in any size market," 
English said. 

But he's chosen At Home's resi- 
dence to be downtown Twin Falls be- 
cause of its ambiance. 

First Security Bunk of Idaho is fi- 
nancing (he business and the renova- 
tion of his 10,000-squarc-foot store. 

At Home i.s scheduled to open in 
mid-November. 

"This is a Tot like giving birth be- 
- cause I’vu 'been working hard at this, 
and nothing else for nine months," 
said the 40-ycar-old who has always 
wanted to be his own boss.

Universal should be reimbursed for

TWIN FALLS - Universal Frozen Foods Co. should 
be reimbursed for the S4I5.000 il poid to a.man who 
fell into an open drain at the company’s plant. District 
Judge Phillip M. Becker ruled recently. 

But the insurance company involved in the cose is 
trying to appeal the decision. 

According to the judge’s decision, contractor Mar- 
shal Jones was supervising expansion work at Univer^ 
sal's food processing plant in Twin Foils in November 
1989 when he fell into an open drain and was injured. 

Jones sued Universal for leaving the drain uncovered 
and a jury decided in August 1991 that Jones should get 
S650.000 for his injury. But the jury also decided that 
Univcrsol was 80 percent rc.sponsiblc for the accident 
and Jones was responsible for the remaining 20 percent. 


Universal and Jones 'reached a settlement where the 
company paid him $415,000 for his injurie.s while the 
dispute lias continued in the courts. 

That continuing dispute lias been over what company 
was originally responsible for covering Jones if he was 
injured. 

Jones WO.S working for Tempeo Conimciing & Sup- 
ply Inc., which was building the c.Kpunsion onto the 
Universal factory. 

And Universal and Tompco signed three contract.s. 
which included clau-scs for which company was respon- 
sible for the safety of Tempeo workers on the job. 

The initial proposal and contract stated that Tempeo 
was finonciolly responsible for its employees only if 
Tempeo was "solely negligent." But then the purchase 
order for the construction stated that Universal wanted 
indemnification, or to be reimbursed, for "any and all 
claims."

The judge ruled that those two documents contra- 
dicted and therefore voided each other. 

So the judge examined the service agreement-in- 
demnity contract between Universal and Tempeo. 
which he ruled was clean and unambiguous. That con- 
tract stated (hat Tempeo agreed to indemnify Univer- 
.sal for any personal injury or property damage liabili- 
ty caused by the two companies working together. 

And because Jones was employed by Tempeo and 
Tempeo agreed to reimburse Universal for any in- 
juries - despite Universal’.s partial li.ibility in the acci- 
dent - Tempeo and its insurance company should re- 
pay Universal for its se}tlcmcnt with Jones, the judge 
ruled. 

But Safeco Insurance Co. of America is now prepar- 
ing to appeal Bccker'.s decision.

Utility reports 3rd-quarter profits 


BOISE, Idaho (AP) — Idaho 
Power Co. reported third-quarter 
comings that the utility said continued 
to reflect this year's return to more 
normal operating and financial condi- 
tions after six years of drought. 

The Boisc-bosed company, Idaho's 
largest electric utility, on Friday 
repohed net income ofS16.4 million 
for the quarter that ended Sept. 30. 
lluit's compared to S 1 5. 1 million dur- 
ing the some period in 1992. 

Revenues increased almost 4.3 per- 
cent during the quorter, from $129 
million in 1992 to S134.6 million this 
year. Earnings per share of common 
stock increased lo 40 cents from 38 
cents during the third quarter last 
year. L, 

“While this year’s third-quarter per- 
formance was a positive one, our 
expectations for even stronger returns 
were tempered by weather conditions 
and tax-related actions that occurred 
outside our control.'* said J. LoMont 
Keen, Idaho Power's vice president 


and chief financial ofttcer. 

Temperatures were below normal 
during much of the quarter, and much 
of the company's Idaho, northern 
Nevada and eastern Oregon, service 
area had its coolest July on record. As 
n result, Idaho Power said sales of 
energy to general business customers 
remained essentially flat during the 
period despite the addition of nearly 
9,800 'hew customers in the post 12 
months. 

For the nine-month period i^ugh 
Septembff, the company's net income 
was $56.3 million compared to $40.8 
millldn during the same period last 
year. 

Earnings per shore of common 
stock for the first three quarters of 
1993 were $1.42, up 35.2 percent 
from the $1.05 per shore earned dur- 
ing die flrn nine months of 1992. 

Keen said a $4.8 million, 109-|Mr- 
cent increase in income (axes during 
(he third quarter offset some of the 
revenue gains. The increase resulted 


largely from new federal income tax 
rates imposed retroactively to the 
beginning of 1993, taxes on improved 
earnings and one-time tax adjust- 
ments that decreased the utility’s 
income tax bill in the third quarter of 
1992. 

“Despite these unusual influences 
on our operations, we remain on track 
for a. quality financial performance 
during 1993 in keeping with our 
region's strong economic growth ond 
the return of the productivity of the 
company's valued hydroelectric 
resources,*' Keen said. 

This year's improved streomflows 
after more normal precipitation and 
snowpack last winter helped Idaho 
Power dmnd less on its more costly 
coal-fired generating plants. For the 
first nine months of 1993 the compa- 
ny reported a 13.7-percen( decline in 
fiiel expenses, a 14.8-percem declined 
in purchased power expenses and a 
1 15. 7-percent increase in sales to 
other utilities.

— One out of four American workers 
was attacked, threatened or.himisscd 
on the job during the past year, 
according to a study released 
Monday by Minneapolis-based 
Nonhwestem National Life. 

' The company said the study, 
colled “Fear and Violence in the 
Workplace,** is the first comprehen- 
sive assessment of the incidence and 
effect of such violent behavior. 

“We IUk to think that the work- 
place is safe and hostile behavior is 
random and rare," said Peggy 
Lawless, research project director. 
“The reality is that violence in 
America is spilling out of the back 
streets and into the workplace. The 
safety, productivity and health of 
‘American workers ore at risk." 

Lawless cited some of the study's 
disturbing findings: 

•.More than 2 million Americans 
were |)hysically attacked in the 
workplace during the lost year, 6.3 
million were threatened and 16.1 
million were harassed. 

• Fifteen percent of the workers 
surveyed said they have been physi- 
cally attacked on the job at some 
time during their working life and 2 1 
percent said a co-worker had been 
threatened with physical harm in the 
post year. 


• One in six attacks on the job was 
with a lethal weapon. 

• Physical ottacks were twice as 
likely to be from a customer rather 
than a co-worker or stranger. 

• Harassment was more psycho- 
logically damaging than physical 
attacks and resulted in comparable 
levels of illncss-or injury. However, 
harassment victims were more than 
twice as likely to let the incident go 
unreported. 

“Employees harassed by their 
bosses may be afraid to report it,’’ 
Lawless said. "They think they will 
lose their job. Yet, the survey 
showed that harassed employees 
experienced more psychological 
damage and lost prodlictivity^than 
workers who had been attacked.’’ 

Northwestern was to present its 
report Monday to the National Press 
Club in Washington, D.C. The 
study, done in July, is based on a 
representative sample of 600 full- 
time U.S. workers. It was done by 
N.K. Friedrichs & Associates, an 
independent Minneapolis research 
firm. The survey has a sampling 
error of plus or minus 4 percentage 
points. 

N\WL commissioned the study in 
response to growing concern obout 
workplace safety. It is an outgrowth 
of earlier research the company did 
on job stress on Americori workers.

broke off contract talks Saturday and 
said th^’II push for a nationwide boy- 
cott before a possible Thanksgiving 
str^. 

American said it did its best to settle 
the di^ie considering the harsh eco- 
nomic realities facing the airline indus- 
ny. 

“The fti^t attendants union has put 
the jobs of 85,(X)0 other employees of 
the airiine at b)^ their failure to rec- 
ognize the changes in the marketplace," 
airline spokesman Tim Smith said. 

Talks between the Fort W’orth-bosed 
airline and the Association of 
Professional Flight Attendants ended 
early Saturday after a negotiating ses- 
sion that lasted 25(i hours. 

Union spokesman Ray Abernathy 
said the airline was mllexible regarding 
suffing control, vacations, woik rules 
changes and new employee contribu- 
tions to retiree health boiefits. 

“We are going to begin our action 
immediately by launching a nationwide 
Imycott of American Airlines to start 
drying up their business before we go 
OR sti^,’’ Abenuihy said. 

■TTic 21,000-mcmbcr union threat- 
ened to strike on or before 
Tlianksgiving week, one of the year’s 
busiest travel times. It would be the first 
strike by flight attendants in American’s 
50-ycar history. 

The contract covering the flight atten- 
dants has not expired, but became 
omendable Dec. 31.

Businesses that develop policies to 
protect workers ftom harassment and 
train them in conflict resolution ore 
likely to have a less stressed-out 
work force than companies that do 
not.

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Women seek 
equality at 
work by 2000

Power was ihc main message for women gather- 
ing for the National Women’s Town Meeting. 

The first event of its kind, sponsored by the Na- 
tional Association for Female Executives, brought 
more than 1 5,000 women and 20 women’s organira- 
tion.s together last weekend. 

Using satellite linkup, the town meeting united 
some of tile country’s most successful busines-swom- 
cn from California state senator Diane Wotson to Ca- 
role Simpson, senior correspondent of ABC News. 
The crowning words came from Washington. D.C.. 
live from first lady Miliary Rodham Clinton. Special 
appearances included Gov. Ann Richards and ABC 
News correspondent Barbara Walters. 

Called “A Dual Vision: Excellence for You. Em- 
powerment for All Women.” the conference stressed 
an interesting theme: 50/50 By 2000. 

Total equality for men and women in the work- 
place in just six years? 

’That’s an extremely optimistic goal," said Carole 
Simpson of ABC os she stepped up to moderate the 
conference live from the Dallas site. 

"I think it’s virtually impossible by the year 2000. 
But it’s an ambitious goal, and wc should strive for 
• it." 

The conference held simultaneously in Dnllus, 
New York City. Los Angeles, Chicago and Wash- 
ington, D.C. cut across a swath of information need- 
ed to build gender equality, from achieving equal 
pay to starting your own business. Politics, govern- 
ment policy, health, education, media and the arts the 
nation’s top women dispersed the latest infonnation. 
And power is also important. 

"Economic and social reforms, flex time, childcare 
if you ask for these from a lesser position, what’s go- 
ing to happen?" said Wendy Reid Crisp, national di- 
rector of the sponsoring organization. 

Not much, she says. 

“But when wc have the power, wc cun design and 
implement the structure according to how women 
want it. We have to gel in the scat of power and do it 
ouisclvcs. To get there, we’ve got to develop com- 
petitive skills." she said. 

The most powerful advice came from personal 
stories of celebrated women like Carole Simpson. 

"I am a female with power." she said, introducing 
herself. ’’Fve just begun to realize that now that I’m 
50-somcthing.’’ 

When she switched from NBC to ABC, she said, 
she was shocked to realize the women in the news 
department never got together to straiegizc. 

"We were being set up in competition against each 
other. The guys were doing this to us, and wc all had 
the same problems getting on the air." 

But when the women started talking, they began 
seeing inequities, For cxomple, "we’d cover stories 
all day long, then they’d {five them to the men to re- 
port at night on Peter Jennings’ newscast." 

There were no women in top management, story 
assignment positions, domestic or foreign bureaus. 
That was nothing, ho>vcvcr, compared to pay equity. 
Female producers doing the exact same work as 
male producers, for example, were paid S30.000 less 
a year, she said. 

When the women formed a commitiec and went to 
discuss the inequities with ABC-Ncws president 
Roone Arledge, he said: "We never thought about 
it." 

Since 1985, she says, "There’s been major 
progress.” ...

Only three women are state governors. 

"But next year could be the year of women gover- 
nors." said Hcnick. ’Twenty-one women will be run-

Because women lack Ihc “old boys network that 
feeds campaign contribution coffers, "your SI5 
check is critical’’ to help the woman candidate of 
your choice, said the spokeswoman for the Women’s 
Campaign Fund.

Is there still a stigma attached? A Parade survey finds 
Americans knovdedgeable, sympathetic— and, optimistic.

M ore than one 

out of every four 
Americans have 
felt so depressed 
or anxious, they 
thought they might 
develop a mental 
illness. One in 
three knows someone— adult or child 
— who should be receiving help with 
a mental problem but is not. Seven out 
of 10 believe that mental illness is a 
major problem in (he U.S. And near> 
ly all think that insurance plans should 
cover medication and/or therapy for 
people with mental illness. 

These findings — 

based on an exclusive 
survey for PARADE of 
2503 men and women, 
aged 1 8 to 75 and repre- 
sentative of the nation as 
a whole — reveal a new 
awareness of and atdtude 
toward mental-health 
issues. “People are say- 
ing that mental illness is 
a bigproblem,” notes the 
psychiatrist Herbert Par- 
ties. “They’re saying that 
you can get help and that 
the costs should be covered.” Dr. Par- 
des, of the College of Physicians & Sur- 
geons of Columbia University, is the 
former head of the National Institute of 
Mental Health. “If the some survey had 
been done 40 years ago,” he adds, “the 
results would have been very differcnL” 
Among the survey’s key findings: 

• 98% of the participants say insur- 
ance plans should cover medication 
and/or therapy for the mentally ill. 

• 87% think medical plans should pro- 
vide the same coverage for seeing a psy- 
chiatrist os for seeing other doctors.

The public is out In front of the 
politicians. “We as a society need to 
take care of our mentxilly ill," says Paul 
Powell. 56. a prison chaplain from 
Bismarck. Mb., who participated in 
the survey. “I know that it costs tremen* . 
dous bucks to treat mental illness, but 
I also know that it costs tremendous 
bucks not to treat it. Since it’s going 
to cost us someplace along the line, it 
seems to me we’d be better off treating 
it up front." 

Of those surveyed, 85% say most 
people do not wont to deal with mental 
illness, especially in their own fami* 
lies, and 80% feel that mental health is 
^toi a priority in the U.S. Yet 51% say 
more tax money should be devoted to 
caring for the mentally ill. and 85% 
say people released from psychiatric 
hospitals should be monitored regu- 
larly to ensure they take their medica- 
tions, even if this requires tax dollars. 

“There is an underestimation of the 
population's interest in caring for the 
mentally ill," says Dr. John McIntyre, 
pr&ident of the American Psychiatric 
Association. “As this survey shows, 
many people see mental illness as a 
problem that deserves to be treated just 
like any other serious and significant 
sickness. The public is out in front — 
considerably further ahead of the politi- 
cians— on these issues." 

Almost half of the respondents 
(48%) believe treatment for mental ill- 
ness is attainable only for the wealthy 
in this country. Says Mamie Stinson, 
47, a nursing assistant in Winston- 
Salern. N.C.: “If my son were to de- 
velop a mental problem. I would not 
have the money to pay for it, and I 
work every day. A lot of people are in 
the same boat. They don’t know where 
to turn or what to do, so they try to 
shove a problem under the rug and 
hope that it goes away. But it doesn’t 
go away. It just gets worse." , 

If medical insurance covered men- 
' tal-health care the same way it covers 
physical-health care, more people 
would seek help, say 94% of the re- 
spondents. “People who reco^ze that 
they have a problem, knowing they 
have insurance, will go get the help 
they need," says Geneva Sumner. 38, 
a housekeeper in Baxley, Ga. “Those 
who do not have the finances today'do 
not go. and that can lead to more seri- 
ous problems, even tragedies, because 
they never get any help." 

How would you cope? Almost half 
of those surveyed (48%) say they 
would cope wi th a mental or emotional 
problem by discussing it with a friend 
or relative. The second most popular

option, mentioned by 35%. is talking 
with d mental-health professional, fol- 
lowed by seeing a physician (33%). 
People aged 35 to 49. those who earn 
more than S50.000 a year and college 
graduates ore more likely than others 
to consult a mental-health profession- 
al. Individuals aged 1 8 to 34 and those 
with only a high-school education ore 
less likely to contact a therapist Ten 
percent of all respondents — but 20% of 
those aged 18 to 24 — say they would 
coll a hotline or an 800 phone number 
to talk with someone. 

Among those surveyed. 23% have 
consulted a mental-health profession- 
al at some time in their lives. Women 
outnumber the men who have sought 
help— 27% to 1 6%. Among those earn- 
ing more than $75,000 a year, 34% 
have seen a therapist. 

Yet many people have no idea where 
to go for help. Asked if they would 
know where to turn if someone in their 
family showed signs of mental illness, 
22% of the survey participants say 
“no.” Among those between 18 and 
24 years of age, 35% do not know how 
to get help — yet 46% of these young 
. people say they peisonolly know some- 
one who should be receiving help for 
a mental-health problem but is not 

“These figures are scary, because 
it's exactly in this age'ronge of 18 to 24 
that most of the major mental illness- 
es become evident,” says Laurie Flynn, 
executive director of the National Al- 
liance for the Mentally 111 (KAMI).

I have been looking 
H * at the dork side of 

I human behavior. I 

have explored the 
psychology of mass killing and geno- 
cide in a study of Nazi doctors, the last- 
ing effects of the atomic bomb on the 
survivors of Hiroshima, and the war ex- 
periences of Vietnam veterans. But iiom 
these some catastrophic historical events 
I also have observed something more 
hopeful — the emergence of a new hu- 
man capacity for transformation and 
change, a psychological pattern that can 
enable us to avoid destructive behav- 
ior and enhance our everyday lives. 

I call this pattern the "protean self." 
after Proteus, the Greek god who, in the 
Odyssey, changed shape continuous- 
ly — from lion to serpent to water to tree. 

Wc all experience confusing pain and 
loss in our lives. Our protean selves 
make us vulnerable to pain but also re- 
silient — capable of ingenious blending 
and reshuffling of our various person- 
al involvements, whether with work, 
family life or politics. In this way, the 
protean self is in harmony with the rest- 
lessness and flux of our time. 


Two capsule life stories illustrate the 
potendol in each of us for innovation 
and many-sidedness. 

One man. in his 70s, is a member of 
a prominent Boston law firm, a former 
judge and a leader in human-rights strug- 
gles. But when I talked with him about 
his post, I was stunned to leam that this 
dignified man had been physically 
abused through most of his Chicago 
childhood by a violent father who self- • 
ishly kept the family in poverty. 

Whett I asked how he managed to 
survive that ugly childhood, he replied, 
•1 cold myself stories." He was refcnmg. 
to on early talent for writing and to his 
ability to create alternative worlds by 
immersing himself in schoolwork as 
well as childhood play. 

From grammar school through law 
school, teachers took an interest in him. 
and he developed a cap^ity to respond 
energetically on^ creadvely to that in- 
terest. He began to connect his own 
personal struggles, including his stints 
of poorly paid manual labor, with larg- 
er forces — social, psychological and 
economic — affecting American soci- 
ety and the rest of the world.

himself increasingly inclined to do 
work on behalf of victims. When I' 
asked how that came about,.he an- 
swered unhesitatingly, "The first seri- 
ous victim...that evoked my sympathy 
and concern was me." 

He hod transformed his own expe- 
' rience as a victim into a commitment to 
combat the victimization of others. He 
went on to describe how, with the help 
of a nurturing marriage, he has been 
able to cope with the anxiety and inner 
doubt derived from his shattering ear- 
ly years. Overall, he has managed tb 
create a coherent self and pursue a life 
centered on healing— H}f his own abuse 
and the world’s. 

I A woman of 40 combines her work 
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as a sculptor in a California seaside town with a 
commitment to political acdvism on behalf of the en- 
vironment, peace and the homeless. 

In her early 30s, she made a series of bold deci- 
sions— to give up a successful career os a speech 
therapist in order to pursue her art, to leave a home 
and a city in which she had thrived and to “come out” 
as a lesbian. | 

She had been a sensitive and rebellious child and 
adolescent, troubled by the way black classmates 
were treated and moved by the story of Anne Frank. 
After college, she began to listen to what she colled 
“some inner voice” that rejected the traditional fe- 
male role of caregiver in favor of “trying to find my 
own passion,” which meant dedicating herself to 
her art. 

She also experienced a different kind of cans- 
fbnnation having to do with the image of the Cru- 
cifixion. During her childhood in a Lutheran home, 
it had seemed a powerful and painful image of tor- 
ture. but she came to, reclaim it in her mind as a 
source of energy for combating suffering. “A lot of 
people arc tortured,” she says. “They may not be 
on a cross, but they’re tortur^ in similar ways, and 
it makes me angry and...really sad. It’s what pro- 
pels me to do the work I do now...in terms of justice." 

She combines her polidcal acdvism with her work 
as an ardstand with occasional work in spe^h ther- 
apy and sees herself as constantly growing.and 
changing, always asking: “What is my process? 
How do I evolve?” ' 

These two people vividly display patterns of re- 
silience and transfoimadon present in all of us. Both 
experienced early pain and confusion. But rather 
than succumb to it, they were able to moke con- 
scrucdve use of it The evolving, protean self in each 
of them maintains a delicate balance between sta- 
bili^ and the known on one hand, and transfoima- 
don and change on the other. 

It is important to remember that the protean quest 
is on behalf of form and meaning, which are hard to 
come by in our dme. Our lives ^ome a balancing 
act between constancy and search, between stabil- 
ity and change. What is surprising — and very sig- 
nificant — is the extent to which most of us manage 
to hold on to soirie balance. 

When we do so, it is not only as survivors of per- 
sonal traumas and tragedies — we are not merely 
bungling through by ourselves — but also os part of 
a larger shift taking place in the whole soci^. Af- , 
ter all, we are greatly affected by the larger flow of 
history. • 

Our protean selves, for example, are products of 
the dislocations of history: the confusions of rapid, 
change, whether brought about by war and disaster, 
or by the constant press of changing technology, or 
by radical slufts in polidcal and cultural ideas. 

The protean pattern is also the product of the 
mass-irtediarevolution: the array of cablc-TV chan- 
nels, compurer networks, satellite hookups. Any of 
us can have access to images originadog anywhere 
in the world. While we have hardly begun to grasp 
I what the tAass media do' to us. the muldple mes-. 

' sages surely contribute to our changing sense of 
ourselves. 

Firmlly, proteanism can be a response to the threat 
of human extinction— whether from nuclear

weaponry or the poisoning of our earthly habitat. 
In at least some comer of our minds, we may an- ■ 
dcipate the end of everything. That can prod us to 
experiment with alternative ways of being in the 
world. 

To be siire, people can respond to these influ- 
ences in very different ways. Some move in an op- 
posite direcdon: Rather than opening up, they may 
close down— embracing airtight systems of teliefs 
and behaviors. 

In history, os wlpi each of us, there is no lost word. 
Our protean potential enables us always to rethink 
and change course. It enables us to open ourselves 
to people of very difl'erent cultures, to experience a 
sense of connecdon with all humanity. 

Whether opposing war and destruction or work- 
ing through our ordinary, day-to-day psychologi- 
cal struggles, my research suggests that we are ever 
capable of ^sh insights and larger nodons of who

A lot of unnecessary accelerating 
milkes decelerating inevitable. Over 
the same distance, in the same kind of 
traffic, it is possible for some drivers 
barely to touch the brake pedal, while 
others— well, you can spot a typical 
Br^efoot by the jerkihess of his style 
and of his passengers’ heads. 

Pact: The more you use the brakes, 
ihe quicker they will wear out. If you 
accelerate to beat merging traffic, you 
will have to brake more aggressively 
than if you had waited for the traffic. 
Frequent braking goes hand inihand 
with frequent and rapid acceleration. 

Many drivers cause untold wear on 
their automobiles merely by their^ 
method of approaching a^Il booth. 
You’re one of them if you keep ^ing 
down the road at or above the posted 
• speed until you arc right behind the 
cars stopping to pay the toll. This 
means you will have to do some heavy- 
duty braking to slow down and then 
stop the car in time to avoid a colli- 
sion. As a result, everyone around you 
is white-knuckling his or her way un- 
til the end of this journey with you. In 
addition, your brakes get overheated 
and worn down, fuel is wasted and the 
motor oil is contaminat^l — so it doesn't 
lubricate the engine and parts well, and 
problems develop. 

On a highway, if you slow down 
gradually— as soon as you know you 
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will be stopping for a toll — you can 
cut your actual braking by half. Do it 
right, and you won't have to start brak* 
ing until you are at the toll line. Bar- 
ring emergencies, ilis always a good 
policy to brake gently. 

Once again, pretend there’s a raw 
egg. but now it's between your foot 
and the.brake pedal. If your car is 
equipped with a standard transmis- 
sion. shiftingto a lower gear will save 
tho brakes — provided you know how 
to downshift properly. If you don’t, 
stick with braking until you learn: 
Brake pads a're cheaper than trans- 
mission gears. 

City driving takes its own toll in re- 
pairs to your cor. The rules for rapid 
starts and quick stops apply here too, 
but the real culprit in city driving is 
short trips. It is possible to own a cor 
in the city and drive only short dis- 
tances at slow speeds. Because the en- 
gine doesn't run long enough to reach 
die proper operating temperature be- 
fore the trip ends, this type of driving 
causes heavy sludge buildup in the 
crankcase. 

On longer trips, oil contamination — 
the result of the normal by-products 
of combustion — would be boiled off. 
But on short trips, the contaminants 
remain and pollute the motor oil. Also, 
the starter and battery must work much 
harder during several short trips than 
they would throughout trips of sever- 
al hundred miles on the highways. 

Avoid the prolonged idling that of- 
ten occurs in city traffic and causes 
premature engine wear and transmis- 
sion-wearing fluid contaminadon: Plan 
your driving to minimize short trips. 
Park centrally and then walk to seve^ 
nearby locations, rather than drive to 
each one of them. If you don’t need 
to have the engine running, shut it off. 

If your driving prompts passengers 
to compliment you on a smooth ride— 
or if no one notices your driving at all 
— you are proceeding in a way that 
' will conserve your cor. Sure, you may 
' arrive at your destinadon five minutes 
later'thon Leadfoot, but yog;will more 
thoQ make up for it by saving on wear 
and tear, as well as money for repairs 
that abusive driving might have 
caused. Remember Ifyoudon’tbreak 
any eggs, your cor will last longer, run 
' better and cost less. EB

N ot to set up ally 

Sheedy as a role model, 
because, like most of us.

Isn’t that what happens to mete- 
ors, blazing brightly and then burning 
up? Friends— including Demi Moore, 
who was then her best pal — got Ally 
into a rehab clinic in Minnesota, where 
she stuck it out for six weeks and came 
away clean. But how did it happen? 

‘*Tliat’s a weird episode in my life.” 
she told me, “I was taking these pills to 
relax myself, and then one morning I 
woke up and realized it was out of con- 
trol. I couldn’t stop taking theip." 

Her latest film is called Man 's Best 
Friend, described in the press releases 
as a psychological thriller. "They said 
that?” Ally said. “I don’t think it’s psy- 
chological at all. No. I play a woman 
reporter who rescues a dog from a lab. 
They’ve been doing experiments on 
the dog. He's dysfunctional, like Fran- 
kenstein’s monster.” 

What kind of dog was it. I inquired, 
and did she get along with dogs? "A 
huge dog.” she said. “And it wasn’t easy. 
They had about five different dogs 
playing the role. We didn’t have dogs 
when I was a child. Well, we had one 
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for a time. Now I have three dogs. 

She tUso has a husband, the actor Da 
vid Lansbury (he’s Angela’s nephew 
and they have b«sn married a year). And 
Ally is^usier than ever. She did a se- 
quel to ffle hit TV film Chantilly Lace 
and was about to leave for Toronto to do 
n film with Mario Thomas. "She wants 
me to play her little sister in a true story 
about four sisters who sue their father.” 

When we talked. Ally had wrapped 
another movie. One Night Stand, in 
which her mother played a role as... 
her mother. “She did one day,” Ally 
said. "It was powerful. She was lying 
in bed, dying, and the fact she was my 
real mother made it more important 
for me. But she got a little bored. All 
those takes. She was ready to leave 
before they finished the scene.” IB
